SUMMARY OF BILL: Redefines serious bodily injury for purposes of
aggravated child abuse and aggravated child neglect or endangerment to
include second or third degree burns, bone fractures, a concussion, subdural
or subarachnoid bleeding, retinal hemorrhage, cerebral edema, brain
contusion, injuries to the skin that involve severe bruising or the likelihood of
permanent or protracted disfigurement.
